U.S. coal production, in tlie week ended November 
15, 1986, as estimated by the Energy Information 
Admimstraition, totaled 16.72 million short tons 
(bituminous coal and lignite, 16.63 mil li nn short 
tons; Pen^ylvania anthrAcite, .09 million short 
tons). This was 7.2 percent lower than in the 
previous week and was 0.4 percent higher than 
production in the corresponding week of 1985. 


Cumulative U.S. coal production from January 
through November 15, 1986, was estimated 
779.91 million short tons, 0.3 percent below t 
782.16 million short tons produced in the comj 
rable period in 1985. 

The methodology used to make weekly estimai 
of coal production was published in the Week 
Coal Production (DOE/EIA-021 8(86/35)), releas 
for publication on September 8, 1986.
